REGULATIONS  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH  RESPECTING 
BARBER  SHOPS  AND  HAIRDRESSING 
PARLOURS. 


Approved  ry  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  May  5th,  1925. 

WHEREAS  it  is  provided  by  the  “Public 
Health  Act”  that  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  may  issue  regulations  for  preventing  or 
mitigating  infectious  or  contagious  diseases: 

And  whereas,  as  syphilis  and  certain  parasitic 
skin-diseases  may  be  propagated  by  the  instruments 
and  hands  of  barbers  and  hairdressers,  the  said 
Board  deem  it  wise  to  issue  certain  regulations 
respecting  all  and  singular  the  premises: 

It  is  therefore  provided  as  follows: — 

1.  No  barber  shop  shall  be  used  as  a  living, 
dining,  or  sleeping  apartment.  No  shop  shall  be 
operated  in  any  store  or  restaurant,  except  that 
the  sale  of  tobacco,  newspapers,  and  candy  in 
original  packages  and  shoe-shining  are  permissible 
in  conjunction  with  such  shop.  A  shop  may  be 
located  in  a  pool  or  billiard  room  provided  that 
such  shop  is  partitioned  off  by  means  of  a  solid 
wood,  metal,  or  part  glass  partition  from  floor  to 
ceiling. 

2.  Floors,  walls,  furniture,  and  fixtures  of  bar¬ 
ber  shops  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  clean  and  all 
jardinieres  and  cuspidors  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
at  least  once  a  day. 

3.  Every  shop  shall  be  supplied  with  clean,  hot 
and  cold  water  in  such  (luautities  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  conduct  said  shop  in  a  sanitary  manner. 
Hot-water  receptacles  hereafter  installed  shall  hold 
not  less  than  five  gallons  and  where  municipal 
water  and  sewers  are  available  connection  must 
be  made. 

4.  If  municipal  water-supply  or  sewage-disposal 
is  not  available,  any  privy  or  cesspool  maintained 
for  the  use  of  the  proprietor  or  employers  musL 
be  of  a  type  which  is  satisfactory  from  a  sanitary 
standpoint. 

5.  Customers,  where  possible,  should  have  their 
own  razors,  soap,  and  brushes. 

6.  A  separate  and  clean  towel  shall  he  used  for 
each  customer.  Towels  once  used  must  be  laun¬ 
dered  before  being  used  again. 

7.  All  razors,  scissors,  combs,  or  other  instru¬ 
ments  in  general  use  shall  be  sterilized  by  immer¬ 
sion  in  boiling  water  before  each  use. 

8.  Hairbrushes  in  general  use  shall,  at  frequent 
intervals,  be  immersed  in  a  strong  solution  of  ly sol 
or  carbolic  solution,  and  afterwards  rinsed  in  clear 
water  and  dried  with  a  towel  or  by  heat. 

•**  Shaving-brushes  in  common  use  shall  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  the  same  treatment  of  immersion  and 
afterwards  rinsed  in  very  hot  water. 

10.  Powder  shall  only  be  applied  by  a  blower  or 
on  absorbent  cotton  or  towel;  such  cotton  or  towel 
shall  be  used  for  one  customer  only. 

11.  Before  passing  from  one  customer  to  another, 
the  barber  or  hairdresser  shall  wash  the  hands,’ 
using  soap,  preferably  carbolic,  and  a  nail-brush. 

12.  The  use  of  the  alum  stick,  frequently  used 
to  stop  the  flow  of  blood,  shall  be  discontinued,  and 
replaced  by  calcined  alum,  a  powder  which  can  be 
applied  on  cotton  wool,  which  shall  be  (brown  away 
immediately  afterwards. 

13.  The  use  in  common  of  the  same  vaseline  pot 
is  abolished.  Vaseline  shall  only  be  used  from  a 
squeeze  tube. 

.14.  Sponges  shall  not  be  used. 

L>.  Razor-strops  shall  only  be  used  for  razors 
which  have  previously  been  disinfected. 

R>.  Ihe  hair-cutting  wrapper,  so  commonly  used 
m  barber  shops,  shall  be  placed  only  around  the 
shoulders  of  customers  and  fastened  with  a  safetv- 
l'">  <’>■  other  device  at  the  back,  and  clean  towels 

,  aH  be  “bout  the  neck  to  prevent  hair  falling 
down.  B 

L-  All  barbers  and  hairdressers  shall  wear  a 
coal  of  a  washable  white  material. 

18.  Spitting  on  the  floor  shall  not  bo  allowed.

‘JO.  No  person  sull'eriug  from  any  skin  or  in¬ 
fectious  disease  shall  be  employed  in  any  capacity 
in  or  about  any  barber  shop  or  bath-house.  No 
barber  shall  serve  a  person  afflicted  with  any  con¬ 
tagious  or  infectious  disease. 

21.  The  entire  interior  of  every  barber  shop, 
bath-house,  or  hairdressing  establishment  must  be 
maintained  in  a  scrupulously  clean  and  sanitary 
manner  at  all  times. 

22.  Any  barber  shop  or  bath-house  operated 
under  conditions  prejudicial  to  the  public  health 
or  safety  may  be  closed  by  a  Provincial  or  other 
authorized  inspector. 

28.  A  printed  copy  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  con¬ 
spicuously  displayed  in  every  barber  shop  and  hair¬ 
dressing  establishment  in  the  Province. 

24.  Failure  on  the  part  of  the  owner  or  manage¬ 
ment  of  any  of  Ihe  aforementioned  establishments 
to  comply  with  the  foregoing  regulations  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  cause  for  declaring  the  premises 
a  public  nuisance  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Health  Act,”  R.S.B.C.  1!>24,  chap.  102.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

A  LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop- 
-Ca-  erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 


at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  iD  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A  copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor¬ 
porating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a  Bill  to  incorporate  a  com¬ 
pany  shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  lie 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

DOMINION  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL. 


P.C,  No.  5S6. 

Certified  Copy  of  a  Minute  of  a  Meeting  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  ap¬ 
proved  ry  His  Excellency  tiie  Governor- 
General,  on  the  IStii  April,  1925. 

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  15th  April,  1925, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  the  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  the  granting  of  licences  and  permits  to  cut  tim¬ 
ber  on  Dominion  lands  in  the  Prairie  Provinces, 
and  in  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  provide  that  all  timber  cut  must  be 
manufactured  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the 
Campbell  River  Mills,  Limited,  which  were  operat¬ 
ing  Timber  Berth  No.  55  located  on  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Boundary  in  the  Railway  Belt,  were  granted, 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  8th  April,  1924  (P.C. 
554),  an  interim  permit  for  six  months,  authorizing 
them  to  sell  in  the  United  States  the  cedar  cut  on 
the  southern  portion  of  the  berth,  subject  to  dues 
at  .$2  per  thousand  feet  B.M.  on  logs  grading  No.  1, 
and  $1.50  per  thousand  feet  B.M.  on  logs  grading 
No.  2,  and  $1  per  thousand  feet  B.M.  logs  grading 
No.  .3.  It  was  represented  that,  owing  to  the 
physical  features  of  the  district,  in  order  that  the 
timber  might  be  manufactured  within  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  it  would  be  necessary  to  transport  it 
through  the  State  of  Washington  to  Bellingham, 
on  the  Coast,  where  it  would  be  dumped  into  the 
water  and  towed  to  either  New  Westminster  or 
Vancouver,  where  shingle-mills  are  located,  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  thirty-five  and  forty  miles,  respectively. 
It  was  further  represented  that  the  Company  had 
lost  a  considerable  portion  of  their  cedar  logs  in 
conveying  them  to  New  Westminster  and  Vancou¬ 
ver,  rendering  their  operations  unprofitable. 

The  Minister  observes  that  the  interim  permit 
permitting  the  exportation  of  cedar  having  expired, 
the  Company  now  represent  that  they  still  have 
no  Canadian  outlet  for  this  cedar  timber  except 
by  conveying  it  to  Vancouver  or  New  Westminster, 
which  is  very  difficult;  and  that  last  October 
twenty-eight  sections  of  logs  were  sold  for  delivery 
at  Vancouver,  which  contract  they  were  not  able 
to  fill  until  February  of  this  year  and  then  with 
a  loss  of  a  portion  of  the  boom,  making  th*e  entire 
transaction  a  losing  one.  In  view  of  these  diffi¬ 
culties,  the  Company  ask  to  be  granted  permission 
to  export  to  the  United  States  cedar  cut  on  the 
southern  portion  of  this  berth  for  another  period 
of  six  months. 


The  Minister  recommends  that  the  permission 
asked  for  be  granted,  on  condition  that  the  rales 
of  dues  above  referred  to  be  paid  on  any  timber 
exported,  which  rates  on  Grades  Nos.  I  and  2  are 
in  excess  of  I  hose  charged  under  I  he  regulations. 

The  Commiltee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.

Thirty-six  in  the  Twenty-second  Township  east  of 
the  Coast  meridian  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  lying  between  the  bank  of  the  said  lake 
as  shown  on  a  plan  of  the  North-east  Quarter  of 
the  said  township,  signed  by  E.  Deville,  Sudveyor- 
General  of  Dominion  Lands,  at  Ottawa,  on  the 
ninth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fourteen,  and  a  line  on  the  lakeward  side  of  the 
said  bank  which  conforms  to  the  sinuosities  of  the 
aforesaid  bank  and  is  one  hundred  feet  distant 
therefrom,  containing  an  area  of  ten  acres,  more 
or  less.” 

It  is  represented  that  the  foreshore  is  required 
in  order  to  control  the  construction  of  boat-houses, 
wharves,  and  other  construction  along  the  water¬ 
front  of  Cultus  Lake  Park. 

The  application  has  been  favourably  considered 
by  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and 
of  Public  Works,  and  an  agent  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Interior  has  also  reported  favourably. 

The  Minister  therefore  recommends  that  he  be 
authorized  to  issue  a  lease  to  the  Township  and 
City  of  Chilliwack  for  the  foreshore,  as  above 
described,  for  a  term  of  twenty-one  years  renew¬ 
able  at  an  annual  rental  of  one  dollar  ($1),  and 
to  be  on  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Department  of  Justice  may  consider  advisable. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.
